Clothing, food and medicines wer 


shipped in by the ton. Soon order wa 
brought out of chaos, relief corps wer 
organized and things -were going alonj 
in this businesslike shape. 


The scene in Pomeroy was ono tha 


will never be forgotten by thosu whi 
were here. Darkness followed quickly ii 
the wake of the tornado, and those -who 
escaped death andinjurywere compellec 
tcgropo their way among the ruinec 
homes guided along- by the cries of somi 
poor unfortunate who was pinned nn 
•der tqa falling timbers. Almost every 
light of any description whatsoever 
was destroyed and the people from For 
Dodge nnd the surrounding places who 
were the first to reach the scene failec 
to bring Ian terns -with them. The search 
for the victims therefore waa necessari 
ly slow till morning- came. 


It -was not till the first streak of light 


appeared in the east that the enormity 
of the disaster dawned upon the .peo- 
ple. They looked out where once a city 
stood and saw nothing but a timber- 
«trewn prairie. Every residence to the 
south of the railroad tracks had disap- 
peared, and the spires of aeven churches 
In .the place that only a few hours be- 
fore shot upward to. the skies, were 
nowhere to be seen. Pomeroy bad had 
a wealth of shade trees, but nothing 
was to be eeen of them save a broken 
and twisted mass of limbs and roots. 
Horses and catfle lay dead in the 
streets, pigs stuck in the sides of 
horses, and dead cats and dogs and 
chickens -were scattered over 
the 


ground. Pool» of human blood mingled 
with the mud at every turn, showing 
•where some victim of the tornado had 
l>een tosaed after the life had been 
crushed ont of him. 
The air was full 


of moans and sobs and shrieks, and 
every other face met on the street was 
stained with tears. 


The people in Pomeroy seemed power- 


less to do any thing for the sufferers 
and it was not until the people from 
outrido towns arrived that anything 
was done towards recovering the dead 
and caring for the wounded. 


What is called the postbffice build- 


ing, but what ha» recently been used as 
a billiard room, -was turned into a 
morgue and hospitals were established 
in the remaining buildings, the biggest 
one being the Pomeroy hotel. 
The 


scene in the improvised morgue was a 
ghastly one, billiard tables -were turned 
into slabs and on these the mangled re- 
mains of the dead were placed. Th« 
floor was badly sunken in the middle, 
and here the blood, as it dripped from 
the tables, ran in small streams, soon, 
•with the assistance of the water from 
the rapidly melting ice, forming a pud- 
dle of gore up to the tops of the attend- 
ants shoes'. 


On the tables were bodies without 


heads and bodies without arms. Bodies 
whose legs had be>;n blown away by 
the cyclone, and bodies with heads that 
had been crushed beyond recognition 
by th» falling timlwrs. On one table 
lay the remains of an old woman, a hole 
as big as a man's fist torn in the rear 
part ot her head. Close by-was a baby 
not more than a year of age. one of its 
legs gone and its little arm mashed to 
a jelly. 


The tornado— for such it was— came 


from the northwest. AH those -who 
saw it agree that it was not of tlia fun- 
nel-shaped species, but came botmding 
along the prairie like a huge bail. It 
was of a dark green color, and. was ac- 
companied by a terrific noise. There 
are many who saw it when it was far 
out of town. These gave the alarm and 
many were prepared for the monster 
when it reached the village. 


Most of the people, however, became 
panic-stricken. Thoy ran out of their 
houses and fled up- the streets, crying 
and shrieking till struck by the flying 


timbers of whirling trees. 
The coolei 
ones, however, especially those who 
were near to them, made for the two 
caves in the southeast part of tie town, 
built especially for jnet such occasions 
as this. Into one of these caves col- 
lected 25 people and in another 15. All 
escaped without a scratch. 
It is pretty well. a,greed that the tor- 
nado struck the town about 5:30 o'clock. 
A half hoar before tbis it was exceed- 
ingly hot and sultry and save for a lew 
Bniall clouds thers was no evidence of 
the 
approaching 
whirlwind.

cyclone was bnt of a, few minutes dura- 
tion and was followed by a terrific rain- 
storm which continued at intervals 
more or less throughout the night The 
storm seems to bs about an eighth of a 
mile in width and 20 miles long.

lie was first driven out over the ruins, 
then he visited the hospitals and the 
morgue, consulted with thoso who had 
thus far directed things, and then issued 
a proclamation setting forth lie needs 
or the sufferers and calling upon the 
people of Iowa to contribute liberally. 


The governor said the situation was 
far worse than he expected and assured 
ithe people that nothing that would add 
to their comfort' and relief would be 
;lei.t undone. Ho ordered more tenta 
from Des Moiues and said he would 
soon have a company or more of sol- 
.diers on the ground. 
, The intense heat made it impossible 
.to keep the bodies of the dead and those 
.that were not claimed by relatives or 
friends and by them buried or taken 
away by noon, were placed in the 
graveyard bythe officials.

Several little babies have been found 
alive and well, but it has been impossi- 
ble to find parents for them. 
A complete list of the injured can not 
be given at this time. Nearly every in- 
jured person has an arm or leg broken 
or was terribly out and bruised. 


Hundreds of willing bands dragged 
the dead aud dying animals with which 
the ground seemed to be literally strewn 
to points on the outskirts of tho town, 
piled them in big heaps and covered 
them with the remains of tho houses 
and applied the torch. 
Fully a dozen 


of these scrange bonfires were kept go- 
ing all the afternoon. 
Wholo families in many instances 


were wiped out by tho tornado, and 
liouses that contained all the way from 
fonr to eight persons, not more than 
one escaped 
alive. Husbands have 


been left without wife or children, 
children 
are left orphans and there 


ire 15 or more women in Pomeroy who 
tiave neither husband or children left. 
The grief of these bereft of 'tho ones 
they hold most dear is something horri- 
ble to witness. 


The fate of the Logrin family is a sad 
one. It consisted of mother, father and 
two children, both girls. Their house 
was reduced to splinters, and all save 
the mother were killed. The remains 
}f the father were picked up under the 
oroken pieces of his house, but the chil- 
dren were found buried under the ruins 
of a house 100 yards away. They were 
lorribly mangled. Mrs. Logrin suf- 
iered severe injuries, being badly hurt 
about the head and shoulders, She is

E. O. Davy, cashier of the Bank of 
Pomeroy, whose house was right in the 
mth of tho storm, is among me dead;

The Forches were all horribl 
mangled. When the rescuing party vis 
ited the site of the Forches'house an 
commenced to delve among the timber 
for the dead, the first thing that greet 
ed inem was the smiling face of th 
t/aby. He was laughing and shoutin 
and clapping his hands with glee 
unmindful of the fact that close by hi 
Bide were the mangled remains of hi 
parents and brothers and sisters 
The 


youngster was taken to the hospita' 
examined. Not a scratch wag fou 
upon birn. 


Tha tornado dealt gently also with 
the baby of Silas EushtOn. He and hi 
wifo were killed, but their child es 
caped with scarcely u bruise. It wa 
blown 200 feet and landed among a 
bunch of sharp slivers, but not one o: 
them entered the flesh of the little one 
Albert Lindholm and his family o 
three were all fatally injured. Th 
doctors say none of them can recover 
Their house like nearly all the others 
was shivered to kindling wood. How 
they escaped instant death is a miracle 
Not even a piece'of furniture that waa 
in the house can be found. 


The escape of the Lowrey family wai 


a strange one. They were sitting on 
their veranda when the storm came 
along. 
A cow that was standing 51 
yards away was blown right through 
the house and the latter, save the ver 
anda, was demolished. Not a piece of 
furniture that was in"the houae escapee 
being broken to atoms. 


One of the first things that greeted 


the hundreds of visitors that pouret 
into town in the morning was a f ul 
grown rooster without a feather upon 
him. 
Ha looked as if he had been 
plucked and singed. There was no' 
even a pinfeather left. He strutted up 
and down the principal thoroughfares 
flapping his naltod wings and crowed. 


She body of Sam Maxwell, who wai 
killed along with two of his children, 
was found under a broken tree, 10 yards 
"rom 
the house from where he was 
blown. On his breast was a' torn and 
mutilated copy of the Hotel Bible. 
Around the body of the dead man were 
several strings of dried apples. All tho 
clothing had been, torn away. Theapplos 
:ould have been wound no more neatly 
md a half hour been consumed in thi 
)erformance of the task. 


Tho body of an unknown man appa- 
rently about SO years old waa found 
among trie ruined houses in the resi- 
dence district. A neckyoke had been 
driven through his breast. 
The body 


lad not been identified and is now at 
';he morgue. 


Four unknown children were picked 


'rom under the ruins of a house in the 
ronthern part of the town. Two of 
;hem, girls, were bruised about the 
rreast and died evidently from internal 
njnries. 
The other two, boys, both 
ustained fractures of the skull, a splin- 
er being driven through the shoul- 
der of one.

Miss 
Miller's left arm iebrolcenin two places, 
and Miss Oatman received a fracture of 
he right arm.

It is known he was 
u Pomeroy when the cyclone struck 
he town but no trace of him has been 
ound. 


German Lutheran church was 
inrned almost around and then pounded 
in such a shape that it will be good for 
nothing 
but kindling wood. Every 
other church in the town shared the 
same fate. Nothing is left of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church but the bell, and 
that is many yards from the building 
where it luing. Some, of keys of the 
organ was picked up a mile or so out on 
the prairie. 


Every busiiiesshouse in the town is 
more or less wrecked. Some of them 
were wiped out entirely. Others had 
their roofs lifted off, letting in the tor- 
rents of rain, and thus destroying the 
stocks. 
Others 
have their

smasher! in and some aro smashed in 
the rear. But they are all smashed 
somewhere. 


Not only is there death and desolation 
in Pomeroy but the whole country in 
the path of the tornado is badly wrecked. 
Groves of immense trees were twisted 
out by the roots; houses and burns were 
blown away. Fields of corn were de- 
stroyed, fences hewed to kindling and 
many killed. Everywhere is evidence 
of the havoc, wrought by the hurricane. 
Droves oi! cattlo have been slaughtered 
and carcasses dot the fields on the way 
from Cherokee county to tin's place.

of Dollars—Other -DiaputclieB of Interest 
to Itcahlents of tho Buckeye State. 
COLUMBCB, O., July 8.—The coal men 


have apparently entered into a combin- 
ation of some M:nd; at least, there is a 
suspicion that they have. \Yhen the 
board of managers of the peniteutary 
opened the bids lor the coal supply for 
the year Friday, they wero astonished 
to find that the lowest bid was |2.10 a 
ton. Last year the contract was let at 
1.85 a ton. As the cost of mining has 
not increased, a rat waa at once smelled, 
and all tho bids were summarily re- 
jected. 


Unless a contract can be made at 
something like last year's figures, it is 
likely that the managers will purchase 
their supply in the open market as they 
need it. It is probable that tho combi- 
nation, if there is one, will also try to 
compel the managers of the other state 
institutions to pay more than they have 
been paying, and if successful the state 
will be loser by many thousands of dol- 
lars. The penitentiary alone would 
contribute an additional §5,500 a year 
to the coal barons.

Park, Chicago. 


GEEAT EVENT AT THE FAIR. 


An Uuuaual Attendance on Account of tha 


Arrival of the Quiilut Crafts— A Novel 
Procesulou — An AdUreSB by Senator 
Sherman — Other HupneniugB at the 
VTorld's Fair. 
CHICAGO, July 8.— The arrival of the 


Spanish caravels at Jackson park was a 
source of great interest to the visitors, 
and was the cause of attracting an un- 
usually large attendance at the fair. 


The weather was perfect, and hours 


before the most sanguine could reason- 
ably have expected the caravels to ar- 
rive the vantage points on tbe beach 
aud piers were crowded with spectators 
awaiting to welcome the strange mes- 
sengers from over the sea. At the park 
elaborate arrangements had been made 
to receive the caravels, and every per- 
son of importance or interest, from tha 
highest to the wildest denizen of Mid- 
way Plaieance, seemed anxious to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies. 


The reports of the arrival of the ves- 
sels at Evanstown and their progress 
toward the park were given out from 
time to time. When the vessels did 
finally appear in sight the news flashed 
along the beach instantly, and follow- 
ing the exultant cheering came the din

peristyle, west along the south front of 
the manufactures, electricity and mines 
building to tho grand stand, east to the 
terminal station. Here Director Gen- 
eral Davis received Captain Coucas aud 
his men and presented them to the pub- 
be, amid vrila cheering. 


Senator John Sherman then delivered 
a lengthy and eloquent address on the 
voyage of Columbus and the results of 
the discovery of the intrepid Genoese 
navigator. Captain Concas responded 
briefly. Secretary of tbe Navy Herbert 
and others also made brief addresses. 


PARISIAN BALLS 


Which Loudly Culled for Police Interfer- 


onee. 


NEW YOHK, July 6.— A morning pt-

A New Yorker who has just arrived 


from Paris makes clearer than the dis- 
patches have done the nature of the 
event ont of which the present uprising 
has grown, This event was a studerirs 
ball, as has been stated, but it was not 
followed by any further disorder on 
the part of the students. They give 
two balls each year— one in the autumn 
and one about this season, holding each 
one in the Quartier Latin in some large 
assembly hall. These balls have always 
been extraordinary in one way or an- 
other. 
Ojf late years they have been 
considered indecent by all except the 
students themselves. Latterly the stu- 
dents hava seemed to the public to try 
to make them more and more indecent 
and shocking to the average beholder. 
Last year, for instance, a feature of 
one of the -balls was a dance by four 
nude 
persons— two 
men and two 


women. Before that women had been 
carried about the dance hall reclining 
on stages carried on the shoulders of 
men, 
At this last ball, where the pres- 
ent disorder began, the chief figure waa 
a "Lady Qodiva," impersonated by a 
female model. She rode astride a horse 
wearing only a pair of black silk 
stockings. She was a celebrated model 
—known to most of the students, and 
greatly admired on account of the per- 
fect and beautiful lines of her hgureT 


The students assert— and they are 
doubtless honest— that to them an ex- 
hibition o£ this sort is little more than 
;hey have accustomed themselves to in 
their studios and classrooms, and that 
they feel only an artistic pleasure or 
shock according as such an exhibition 
is or is not beautiful and satisfactory 
to thoir professional judgment. 
There is in Paris a sort of an Anthony 


Comstock, who is devoting himself to 
correcting offenses against good taste 
and tbe public morals, and, after in- 
vestigating these students' assemblies 
he carried his complaint against them 
before the senate. General attention 
was thus attracted to them, and they 
were aa generally condemned. Tho po- 
lice w-ore instructed to break up tho 
last one, but since then it is not under- 
stood that the students have taken any 
part in tha- disorder except to assist the 
uolice.
